COOLNESS. 


INCIDENT OF BUM. KUX.—KEMAKKABLE AD- 


VENTURE OF A NEW8PAPEU KRPORTEK.— 
INTERESTING It£M[NISC£NCES. 


'J'he editor of tbe Terra Hauta Daily Jour- 


nal relates tho following anecdote of the late 
Joseph Glenn, of Cincinnati: 


When 
Gon. McDowell tnnrched 
from 


Arlington Hoightn to fight tho first batt!* of 
Bull Hun, "Joo Glenn" TTQH then in Wash- 
ington, aud hired a horse nud accompanied 
the army as a correspondent of the Cincin- 
nati Gazette. 
Oti the day of tbe battle 


Gleun lode along with Sdienek's brigade, 
and remained where it held position, cloie 
by tho stone bridge, during all the day of 
the fight. 
When the battle was ending,and 


the head of tho panic cam0, dashing along 
tho Warrenton road, Glenn started to mount 
his horse nud fall back on Centreville, but 
the horse had been swept away by the cur- 
rent of horses, men and wagons, and poor 
Glenn had to make a foot journey to tfait 
Tillage. 
This he did in his peculiarly 


leisurely way, and having quite ail aversion 
to fast teavelling took bis time for it. Us 
went slow and the panic went fast, and 
before hs had reached Centreville 
that 


terrible exhibition of human passion and 
individual demoralization passed 
him. 


In the rear of tho panic all was calmness 


aud peace. 
Over Ihe hills eaat of Centre- 


ville, nnd heading straight for Washington, 
dashed on the w'ld havoc of men, hors«, 
wagons and artillery. 
Gl«nn entered Cen- 


treville just at dark, considerably tired und 
leg-weary. 
He went to the little tavern 


where he had taken his hreakfast tbe morn- 
ing before, called for something 
to eftt, 


took a candle, went to hia room, and wrott 
a letter for the Cincinnati Gazette. This 
occupied him uutil 12 o'clock that night, 
and having finished it, he retired to bed and 
slept sweetly until morning. In the morn- 
ing early ho took his letter, went to the 
landlord, nnd asked him to send it at onc§ 
to Washington, so that it could go theneit 
day to Cincinnati. Tho landlord looked at 
him in astonishment and said: "They have 
all gone to Washington. There is not t 
Federal soldier or Yankee in town. They 
are al! running north, pursued by tho Con 
federates, and are by this time on the other 
side of Iho Potomac." Glenn was puzzled. 
He was tho last of tho northern army in 
Ceutrovillc. 
Ho had written his letter and 


slept soundly surrounded by soldiers who 
would hare been but too glad to got his 
scalp, or lo hare taken prisoner the corres- 
pondent of (he Cincinnati Gazette. Had 
the landlord known who his guest was ho 
would have him turned over to tho Con- 
federates nt once. 
Glenn took in the situa- 


tion nt once, find walked out of the tavern 
to flic hills cast of Ccntrerille. There he 
eavr nothing but (,'onfederate scldiers and 
the Confederate flag. Tho thing to be done 
was to got 
away from 
there, so Glonn 


itruck for Washington by tho most direct 
route. 
Tho day was a dismal and rainy 


one, but tho correspondent of the Gazette 
made good time, and arrived iu Washington 
About daylight the next morning. 


As soon us ho arrived ho began to inquire 


for his horse. Ton thousand loose and 
riderless horses had run back to Washing- 
ton, or been captured by the euomy. No 
mail who had lost EI horse in that miscella- 
neous retreat back to tho capital ever 
dreamed of getting it again. Joseph Glenn, 
hpwevor, had notions of his own. 
and he 


concluded to advertise for Ins horse in the 
city papers. 
He did so. nud his friends all 


laughed at him for it. But "Jo" 
had 
con- 


fidence in tho virtue of printer's ink, nnd 
tho second day after the advertisement ap- 
peared n soldier rodo up to hia boarding- 
house and inquired for him. 
Going to the 


door the soldier told him that he suoposed 
he hsd his horse, as it suited tho description 
in his advertisement, and pointing to the 
hitching-post, there stood Glenn's horse, 
saddle, saddle-hags ami all. 
"Jo1' was de- 


lighted, pnid the soldier handsomely, took 
possession of the horse, nnd turned the 
laugh on his friends. 


Who would over havo thought of slopping 


at Centrevillo and writing a letter at such a 
time and with such surroundings? 
Who 


would Imve thought of advertising for a 
horsa, lost iu such a terrible retreat as was 
made by tho federal army at tbe baltle of 
Ball Kim? 
And who would havo possessed 


tho luck to get tho horse, except our old 
classmate, old friend, but now deceased, 
Joseph Glenn?

Tolling the husband to keep Iho patient 
amused p.s much ns possible till late in the 
day, ho went down to tho houso iu the 
afternoon 
and administered n harmless 


narcotic which kept Iho lady asleep till tho 
dreaded moment passed. Sho is now in 
good health, nnd joins with hor friends in 
laughing at her snperstitions fears.

table revolve five times in a half an hour, 
to transport us alternately from the ground 
floor to the first floor of a house nud back 
again. 
Another strange invention is the 


shadow. This is tho only v/ay in which I 
can desiguato an individual nil clothed in 
black, and with his head covered by a cowl, 
who stands behind the actor, following all 
his movements, and not leaviug him an 
instant. 
Ho bauds him the properties ho 


needs, and supplies him with a small stool 
on which to sit unobserved, 
instead of 


squatting inconveniently on his heels.

customed to this blfutk liguro walking about 
the stagf!. 
But ia not everything connected 


with the latter conventional? If this fact be 
ouce Admitted, tho services rendered by tlio 
shadow nro immense. Among them a highly 
important ouo is at night to hold R caudle at 
tho end of n long pole under the actor's 
noso, so as to illuminate his gestures and 
physiognomy. 
With regard to tho pieces 


performed, they are generally long dramas, 
lasting from morning to night, very niiuute, 
rery realistic, and presenting on the stage 
national legends founded, as a rule, on 
revenge. Tho comedies nro more simple. 
The most celebrated o;ie is entitled "Djayeh, 
The Paper Merchant," and ia very similar 
to "La Dame nnx Camellias," by Dumas, 
Jr.—[London Musical World.
